THURSDAY: THE LAST DAY 
WITH THE DISCIPLES 


LESSON TEXT—Luke 22:14-30 
GOLDEN TEXT—This do in remem. 
brance of me,—Luke 22:19 


The last day! How quickly it 
comes, and how fleeting yet mean- 
ingful its moments 

We do not know what our Lord 
did on Wednesday of Passion Week, 
In all probability He remained in 
gpthany to rest in fellowship with 

is friends, Surely He needed that 
day of quiet, for that which had gone 
before, dificult and strenuous as it 
had been, was as nothing to that 
which lay before Him, 

Late on Thursday He and His dis- 
ciples came to the upper room 
where Peter and John had already 
made preparation for*the observ- 
ance of the Passover (Luke 22:8), 
This feast had (since that great and 
awful night of Israel's redemption 
out of Egypt's bondage) pointed for- 
ward to the Christ and to His cross 
as the fulfillment of the type of re- 
demption by the shedding of blood. 
But now the hour had come for Him 
to give Himself in that death, and so 
He set aside the Passover (because 
it has been fulfilled) to establish the 
great Christian feast of remem- 
brance—the Lord's table, which now 
shows forth His death till He come. 


I. The Final Passover (vy, 14-18). 


Our Lord looked forward with in- 
tense desire to the Passover which 
He now observed with His disciples, 
for it was the last celebration of 
that feast recognized by God. All 
that it had foreshadowed of deliv- 
erance and hope was fulfilled in Him 
who now sat at the table. He had 
moved forward with resolute pur- 
pose to this day when His mission 
on earth was to be accomplished, 
and He was to become the Chris- 
tian's Passover lamb (I Cor. 5:7). 


The fact that He had looked for- 
ward to it with desire does not mini- 
mize the deep darkness of either 
Gethsemane or Calvary. Remem- 
ber that, when in the garden He 
faced that hour and thought of the 
possibility of the cup being taken 
from Him, He said to the Father, 
“Not what I will, but what thou 
wilt."’ Praying concerning the same 
matter (in John 12:27), He said, 
“Now is my soul troubled; and what 
Shall I say? Father, save me from 
this hour: but for this cause came I 
unto this hour." a 


Il. The First Communion (vy. 19, 
20). 


Taking the unleavened bread and 
the unfermented wine of the Pass- 
over which had just been observed, 
Jesus established a new feast, the 
Christian feast of remembrance, 
which we call communion or the 
Lord’s table. 

His words are significant, ‘‘For as 
often as ye eat this bread, and drink 
this cup, ye do show the Lord's 
death till he come’’ (I Cor. 11:26). 
At the Lord's table His followers 
find spiritual strength in recalling 
His death for them, but they also 
find joy as they remember that He 
is to come again. They thus testify 
to the world that they believe and 
cherish these truths. 

This feast is rightly called ‘‘com- 
munion,"’ for down through the ages 
and until He does come the saints of 
God have at His table sweet com- 
munion with Him and with one an- 
other. Let us not neglect it! 


Our Lord also spoke of the cup 
as ‘“‘my blood of the new testa- 
ment." The word ‘testament’ 
means covenant. The Lord's table 
therefore speaks of our allegiance 
to Him, of our loyalty to our Lord, 
and our devotion to His service, 
That is why the Christian Church 
speaks of communion as a sacra- 
ment, a word from the Latin sacra- 
mentum, meaning oath, and essen- 
tially an oath of allegiance. 


Ill. The Folly of the Disciples (vy. 
21-30). 


Someone may say, “That point 
does not belong with the other two. 
Both the Passover and the Lord’s 
Supper are for the joyful remem- 
brance of deliverance and redemp- 
tion."’ The objection is well taken 
except for one thing—we are deal- 
ing with human beings as they are, 
not as they should be and could be 
by the grace of God. 

Here in the inner circle of the 
twelve there was one traitor. It 
seems impossible, but apparently 
Judas had maintained such outward 
conduct as to turn no suspicion in 
his direction, even though all along 
he had in his heart the blackest of 
treachery against his Lord. A sad 
and soul-searching fact is here re- 
vealed, that it is possible for one to 
make a high profession of faith in 
Christ and even so to live as to give 
no cause for criticism, and yet to 
be unregenerate and in fact the ene- 
my of Christ. 

What about the strife regarding 
position? Shameful as we agree that 
it was, it still goes on in the church. 
Not even the remembrance of our 
Lord's death and the reminder that 
He is coming again is enough to 
keep men from wanting to be great- 
est,

Chickens Listed Along With Cotton 
|And Peanuts As Money Makers 


With Many Coffee Families 


By Mrs, L, ©, Hutchison 


Two or three years ago cnick- 
ens-—-to the average small farmer 
in Coffee County——-meant a few 
nondescript old hens and biddies 
running around in the bald back- 
yard and a makeshift coop with 
& guano sack across it to protect 
the youngest ones from the rain, 
The chickens “belonged to the 
women folk" and brought them 
small return, 

Today the farm flock is a 
money crop to be listed along 
with cotton, hogs and peanuts in 
the plans for farm production. 
Baby chicks never set feet on the 
ground until they are five weeks 
old and every farm home has its 
brooder, These in the main are 
Simply made from wire mesh and 
scrap lumber and are warmed by 
a kerosene lamp. On some FSA 
farms, however, there are electric 
brooders which magically grow 
all young chicks. 

The Secretary of Agriculture 
has called for an increase of 8,- 
917,000 dozen eggs in Alabama 
this year over the figures of 1941. 
The FSA farm families in Coffee 
County, whose figures are availa- 
ble, are rallying to the call, In 
order to do so, 568 families will 
add to their flocks an average of 
100 baby chicks, The pullets from 
these chicks (the roosters will be 
sold) when added to the average 
of 40 pullets from the 1941 chicks 
will, after necessary culling, leave 
the familes 60 or more good lay- 
ing hens, 

In the marketing of eggs from 
the hens grown in 1941, egg 
routes are in operation in the 
county. Farmers having eggs for 
sale take them to the home of 
one person in each community, A 
local truck picks them up once a 
week and hauls them to Elba 
where they are sold to a produce 


dealer. A total of 78 families 
have been participating in this 
cooperative marketing, which is 


now in its third month, The first 
week they sold 23 cases of 30 
dozen to the case. The number 
has ranged between 238 to31 cases 
in the succeeding weeks. The 
price paid hasbeen 23% cents per 
dozen, Thus farmers have been 
able to market a few dozen eggs 
at a time for cash and have been 
spared the time and expense of 
a trip to town. 

Interest in the pregress of the 
poultry program at the beginning 
of its second intensive year and 
the owner’s opinion concerning 
the sale of eggs prompted a re- 
porter to visit two FSA homes. 

Mrs. Annah Hutto, of Battens 
community, proudly displayed her 
flock of New Hampshire Reds. 
From her 71 hens she averages 50 
eggs a day. Last Fall she bought 
five r. 0. p. roosters, enabling her 
to produce eggs of the quality for 
sale to hatcheries. She sells an 
average of $43 worth of eggs a 
month, The cost of her roosters 
was $7.50. ‘My neighbors said I 
was crazy to pay that for five 
roosters, but they have been well 
worth it,’ said she. The culled 
eggs are used on the family ta- 
ble. In her brooder were 206 
chicks hatched from her own 
eggs at a local hatchery. These 
are now ready for the range. 

Mrs. Hutto’s hens each lay an 
estimated 200 eggs a year. The 
total sum from egg sales is $516 
She sells $3.00 worth of butter 
a month above what is used on 
the home table, grows and con- 
serves vegetables and fruits, and 
has her own meats and necessary 
foods that can be grown at home. 
There is $35 worth of lard on her 
shelves at present. 

The electrically brooded chicks 
were at the home of Porter Helms, 
near Enterprise. A wiring system 
extending from the residence gave

perfectly regulated heat for the 


204 White Leghorn chicks which 
were five weeks old but seemed 
seven in development, Mr, Helms 


was preparing to transfer them 
to a range house, set in a patch 
of young oats, His brooder meter 
showed that he used 111 kilowatt 
hours during the brooder period, 

Mr, Helms, a full program live- 
at-home farmer, is fattening’ 40 
hogs this year, He owns three 
fe milk cows which he raised 
himself, and has 10 acres in oats, 
14% acres in his home garden and 
vegetable patches, has patches of 
blue lupine and kudzu for con- 
servation of his soil, and the usu- 
al field crops, He sells an average 
of $600 of hogs a year, His son 
sold a 4-H calf for more than 
$90 this year and butter custo- 
mers are supplied regularly. The 
pantry shelves are always full of 
home-grown foods, 

All FSA families in the county 
are placing emphasis on _ live- 
stock, milk, butter, eggs, cream, 
hogs and yearlings for market, in 
addition to corn and peanuts, The 
livestock development, including 
poultry and eggs, will help solve 
the economic problem in the poor- 
land section of the county and is 
making money for farmers in the 
good-land sections, 

Sixty 2- to S%-acre demonstra- 
tion patches of kudzu are being 
planted by FSA farmers this year 
which will tie in with the  live- 
stock program and eighty 1-acre 
demonstrations of blue lupine for 
seed purposes are being conduct- 
ed by as many families in land- 
building practices, 

The total of sales of FSA fam- 
ilies in 1941 of products other 
than peanuts and cotton show: 
415 families sold $945.64 worth of 
eggs; 53 families sold $118.20 
worth of sour cream; 75 families 
sold $142.96 worth of butter; 106 
families sold $1,951.03 worth of 
vegetables or truck; 60 families 
sold $3,692.90 worth of cattle; 167 
families sold $18,339.56 worth of 
hogs.

Advance Agent 

A tornado is a special kind of 
storm. It is a storm with whirling 
wind. Another name for it is 
“whirlwind,”” and sometimes it is 
called a ‘‘twister.”’ 

When a tornado breaks, people 
can see a cloud, more or less in 
the shape of a funnel, hanging down- 
ward. The bottom of it may touch, 
or almost touch, the ground. 

The wind whirls at a speed of hun- 
dreds of miles an hour, but the 
twisting mass does not advance that 
fast. Often it moves ahead only 
20 or 30 miles an hour, giving peo- 
ple good warning to get out of the 
way. The advancing motion may 
be as much as 50 miles an hour, 

The tornado sweeps a rather nar- 
row path. This path may be only 
40 or 50 feet wide. Now and then, 
however, the path is more than 
1,000 feet wide. 

Sometimes the tornado moves 
along for a distance of from 50 to 
100 miles. In other cases it dies 
out after going ahead only two or 
three miles,

Farmers in Coffee County who 
have been asked to grow peanuts 
may be wondering why the Gov- 
ernment has asked for the largest 
possible acreage for oil this year, 
The answer is that the Nation 
may be faced with a serious short- 
age of vegetable oils by the end of 
the year unless we in this country 
can raise domestic production of 
these oils by more than a billion 
pounds, says M, F, McCollough, 
chairman of the Coffee County 
USDA War Board,, Here, ac- 
cording to Mr, McCollough, are 
some of the reasons why we need 
vast stores of vegetable oils: 

First, our imports of oils from 
the Far Bast, such as cocoanut, 
tung, palm and perilla oil, have 
been cut off as a result of war 
with Japan, 

Second, we must have at least 
ten times as much peanut oil as 
we had last year for making soap, 
cooking fats, oleomargarine and 
other products needed by our 
fighting forces and civilian work- 
ers, In an emergency, it can be 
substituted for other oils that are 
used in making explosives, anti- 
freezes, medicines and many other 
vital products, From 12,000 pounds 
of peanuts can be made 3,000 Ibs. 
of soap and enough nitro-glycer- 
ine to fire a 16-inch gun on a bat- 
tleship, (One blast from a 16-inch 
gun could do lots of damage to a 
boatload of Japs!) 

Third, in March, farmers indi- 
cated they intended to plant an 
increase of only about 66 per cent 
in peanut acreages—a long way 
short of the goal of 155 per cent. 
Since then, however, farmers have 
been given more information about 
the need for peanuts because of 
the war, seed have been made 
available at local delivery points 
at reasonable prices, and the War 
Production Board has approved 
manufacture of additional peanut 
pickers for use in harvesting the 
1942 crop, 

We need five acres of peanuts 
for every two we had last year, 
which is the same 4s saying, we 
need only two Japs for every five 
we had last year. 


KEEP HITLER OUT OF 
YOUR VICTORY GARDEN 

From observation made by the 
agent and reports being made by 
visitors to our county, it is indi- 
cated that all farmers are doing 
a creditable job of growing gar- 
dens, Gardens this year are pro- 
ducing ‘Food for Victory” and it 
is very important that everything 
be done to keep Hitler out of 
them. Hitler will show up in all 
gardens disguised as all kinds of 
insect pests. 

Were it not for insects every- 
one could have a good garden. 
The first step in preventing insect 
damage is clean culture, Keep the 
garden free of grass, weeds and 
old vegetable stalks. Just as soon 
as any crop of vegetables passes 
the edible stage pull up and de- 
stroy the old plants. This prac- 
tice is most important in prevent- 
ing damage to future crops by 
insects and diseases. 

After taking every precaution 
known to keep insects out of the 
garden a wise gardener will pre- 
pare to control any insects that 
show up by having a dust gun 
and fresh supply of insecticides 
ready. One of the most satisfac- 
tory insecticides that can be used 
to kill insects is a sulphur mix- 
ture carrying .75 per cent rote- 
none, This material is commonly 
known as derris. Derris, if prop- 
erly used will control insects such 
as the Mexican bean beetle, bean 
leaf beetle, flea beetle, plant lice, 
potato bugs, cabbage worms and 
many others. Derris, to be effect- 
ive, must be applied before the 
insects begin to appear in damag- 
ing numbers and continued at 
weekly intervals, depending upon 
the amount of rainfall following 
each application and the serious- 
ness of the insects. 

To do effective jod of dusting, 
dust both sides of leaves. 

Derris should not be applied to 
cucumbers, cantaloupes and wa- 
termelons because of injury to the 
plant, A 1 per cent rotenone-talc 
dust can be used very effectively 
on these plants to kill the pickle 
worm and cucumber beetle. The 
dust should be applied while the 
plants are very young.
